2. SUMMIT. WASHPOST FRONTPAGES MARDER SAN CLEMENTE 
STRESSING NIXON BREZHNEV ANNOUNCED AGREEMENT TO START 
MUTUAL REDUCTION OF FORCES TALKS OCTOBER 30, WHICH WAS 
ANNOUNCED IN SUNDAY' S LENGTHY COMMUNIQUE WHICH INCLUDED 
EXPECTATION OF DOUBLING US- SOVIET TRADE OVER NEXT THREE 
YEARS. LATER IN STORY MARDER SAYS US HAS BEEN PRESSING 
SOVIETS FOR AN MBFR DATE, AND AGREEMENT ON OCTOBER 30 
MARKED A BREAK IN THAT STALEMATE, MARDER ADDING KISSINGER 
WAS PRESSED TO JUSTIFY THE DROPPING OF THE WORD BALANCED 
AND ACCEPTANCE OF SOVIET LANGUAGE OF MUTUAL FORCE REDUCTIONS 

AND WITH SOME IRRITATION HE TOLD A WEST GERMAN CORRESPOND- 
ENT: THE FUTURE OF FORCE REDUCTIONS IN EUROPE WILL NOT BE 
DETERMINED BY ADJECTIVES; IT WILL BE DETERMINED BY CONCRETE 
PROGRAMS; IT WILL NOT BE DETERMINED BY CONSTANT INSINUATIONS 
OF SOME DARK AMERICAN DESIGN. MARDER SAYS KISSINGER 
ADDED THAT THE FORCES ISSUE MIGHT BE BALANCED WITHOUT A 
UNILATERAL ADVANTAGE TO EITHER SIDE, ADDING THAT THE US 
TROOP- CUT PROPOSAL HAS BEEN PRIVATELY SUBMITTED TO 
AMERICA’ S ALLIES AND WE THINK IT HAS RECEIVED SUBSTANTIAL 
SUPPORT FROM OUR ALLIES AND WE ARE CONVINCED WE WILL ENTER 
THESE NEGOTIATIONS WITH A REASONABLE AND UNITED 
POSITION. MARDER ADDS THAT IN DISCUSSING ARMS LEVELS 
KISSINGER SAID THIS PERIOD REQUIRES GREAT SOPHISTICATION 
ON PART OF AMERICAN PEOPLE, SAYING: WE HAVE REACHED THIS 
POINT BECAUSE WE HAVE PROCEEDED FROM THE BASIS OF ADEQUATE 
STRENGTH AND BECAUSE WE HAVE CONSISTENTLY TAKEN THE 
POSITION THAT WE WOULD REDUCE OUR STRENGTH ONLY BY AGREE- 
MENT WITH THE OTHER SIDE IN SOME AGREED RELATION TO THE 
REDUCTIONS BY THE OTHER SIDE. RE BREZHNEV’ S MENTION OF A 
RETURN SUMMIT IN SIX TO EIGHT MONTHS KISSINGER SAID A 
LONGER INTERVAL IS CURRENTLY CONTEMPLATED ON THE US SIDE. 
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2 A. NYTIMES GWERTZMAN NOTES 17- PAGE COMMUNIQUE INCLUDED 
SOME NEW DISCLOSURES SUCH AS FACT THAT FORCE REDUCTION 
TALKS ARE TO START OCTOBER 30, AND EMPHASIZED IMPORTANCE 
OF AGREEMENT TO PREVENT NUCLEAR WAR, ALSO FOUND PROSPECTS 
FAVORABLE FOR SALT TWO AGREEMENT WITHIN 12 TO 14 MONTHS 
WHEN NIXON PLANS TO VISIT SOVIET UNION AGAIN; AND COMMUNI- 
QUE, IN DEFERENCE TO A LONG- STANDING SOVIET PROPOSAL, SAID 
THAT A WORLD DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE MIGHT BE HELD AT AN 
APPROPRIATE TIME BUT KISSINGER SUGGESTED THAT THIS WAS NOT 
A HIGH- PRIORITY ITEM. ACCORDING GWERTZMAN, WHEN 
KISSINGER WAS ASKED ABOUT HOW A FUTURE LIMITATION ON 
OFFENSIVE NUKES MIGHT AFFECT MIRV’ S HE SAID THESE 
WEAPONS WERE AN IMPORTANT CONSIDERATION AND PROBLEM 
WAS HOW TO VERIFY A BAN ON PRODUCTION BY INDEPENDENT 
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NATIONAL MEANS BUT IT WOULD BE POSSIBLE TO CHECK ON THE 
PLACEMENT OF MIRV' S ON EXISTING MISSILE LAUNCHERS AND ON 
IMPROVEMENTS IN THE TECHNOLOGY, GWERTZMAN CONCLUDING US 
MIGHT BE SEEKING TO GET LIMITS ON NUMBER OF MIRV' S 
DEPLOYED AND ON KEEPING THEIR TECHNOLOGY AT AGREED LEVELS.
